By  Professor  J.  W.  W.  Daniel,  Head  of  the  Department  of 
History  and  Economics 

James  Camillas  Hinton , for  31+  years  an  active  member  of  the  Wes- 
leyan College  faculty , and  for  the  past  six  years  dean  emeritus , died  on 
September  27,  1936,  in  his  eightieth  year.  At  a memorial  service  held  at 
chapel.  Professor  Daniel  gave  the  following  simple  and  moving  account 
of  their  friendship. 

Thirty  years  ago  last  June  it  was  my  privilege  to  meet  for  the  first 
time  Professor  James  C.  Hinton.  During  the  first  conversation  I ever  had 
with  him  he  seemed  to  win  my  full  confidence.  With  further  association 
that  confidence  grew  into  a love  for  the  man  that  became  deeper  as  the 
years  went  by. 

Professor  Hinton  was  a very  retiring  and  modest  man.  Yet  he  was 
a man  of  as  fine  a sense  of  justice  and  as  high  ideals  and  as  fine  Christian 
character  as  any  one  whom  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  know.  He  much 
preferred  being  right  to  being  prominent.  Intimate  association  with  him 
inspired  any  one  to  high  thinking  and  better  living. 

The  spirit  of  consideration  for  others  and  of  social  obligation  that 
were  such  a marked  characteristic  of  the  man  may  be  suggested  by  the 
reason  why  he  never  smoked.  He  said  that  when  he  went  to  college  he 
very  much  desired  to  smoke,  but  that,  realizing  the  sacrifice  made  by  his 
father  to  send  him  off,  he  could  not  conscientiously  spend  money  for 
tobacco.  Once  he  told  me  that  he  could  not  point  to  any  particular  time 
or  place  in  his  life  when  he  was  converted,  but  that  he  knew  he  was  a 
Christian.  All  who  knew  him  knew  he  was  a Christian.  He  was  the  kind 
of  man  I would  just  like  to  live  with. 

The  breadth  and  depth  of  Professor  IZinton’s  culture  and  scholar- 
ship was  very  impressive.  And  he  had  so  much  wisdom  with  his  knowl- 
edge. Once  some  of  the  Wesleyan  students  were  trying  to  find  the  little 
poem  beginning  “Oh,  a dainty  plant  is  the  ivy  green,”  and  after  some 
fruitless  search  asked  Professor  Hinton  if  he  could  tell  them  where  it 
might  be  found.  He  said,  “I  think  you  will  find  that  in  ‘Pickwick  Papers’  ”. 
And  they  did.  One  summer  he  read  aloud  to  Mrs.  Hinton  the  whole  of 
Macaulay’s  History  of  England. 

The  homelife  of  the  Hinton  family  was  ideal.  I have  never  in  any 
other  instance  known  such  a trinity  of  nobility  in  a family  as  that  of 
Professor  Hinton  and  his  sons,  James  and  Charles.  I am  sorry  the  Wes- 
leyan girls  of  today  were  not  acquainted  with  Professor  Hinton,  for  I 
know  something  of  what  they  have  missed  in  not  knowing  him  personally.

No  doubt  it  was  a big  undertaking  to  shop 
for  so  many  girls.”

They  lie  like  gems  with  hearts  of  fire , 

A glittering  strand  of  a Century 
Youth’s  fair  future  and  worthwhile  store 
Of  grace  and  charm  all  realized, 

She  now  has  reached  the  guerdon  prized , 
And  in  our  hearts  receives  a share 
Of  homage  kept  for  treasures  rare, 

A priceless  vase,  a Wedgwood  plate, 

A manuscript  of  ancient  date, 

These  are  the  things  our  hearts  adore 
And  age  but  makes  us  prize  them  more. 
Fair  Wesleyan!  Pride  of  Georgia’s  heart, 
We  crown  thee  Queen  of  every  Art!
